Honor of Nations Vindicated. 


Wiliam D. Guthrie, .whose address 
opened the discussion of the League of 
Nations, opposed any yielding of in- 
dependence by the United States or other 
countries to-any general federation, and 
\said that no international military 
power was required to discipline nations 
which might in the future attempt: to 
do what: Germany did: in 1914. Denying 
the assertion that the events of the war 
showed treaties and international law 
to be without value, he continued: 

‘* The present war and its victory have 
vindicated the obligation of treaties and 
of the plighted faith and* honor of 
nations infinitely more than ever. before. 
Infact, the vindication of the sanctity 
and value of treaties -has been most 
emphatic. Witness valiant and noble 
Trance, without a moment of hesitation 
or fear, facing the awful catastrophe of 
war and national ruin in order to keep 
her treaty with Russia. Witness heroic 
and sublime Belgium, braving -destruc~ 
tion by and slavery to the savage and 
brutal. Germans in order to keep her 
treaty ~obligation to maintain neu- 


trality.’’ 

After a- tribute. to .the ‘* grandeur, 
nobility, and sublimity ’’ of England’s 
refusal to break faith in. an old eaae 
- ev the’ neutrality of Belgivon 

e said 

“The truth is that the sanctity and 
force of: treaties are today more firmly 
éstablished than at any time in the his- 
tory of the world, that Paes ie —— 
tions are more sacred and than 
ever before, and that we pee BR en 
can sefely continue to rely upon their 
effectiveness in our dealings and inter- 
course with other civilized nations.”’ 

After urging great caution on the part 
of this country in entering into any 
league, and A pee age the duty of 
the Senate to exercise its independent 
judgment on any plan vitally affecting 
America’s future, hé went on: 

‘* Favoring; as I believe most of us 
do, the general idea of a League of 
Nations, which shall settle important 
questions of international law and es- 
tablish a permanent court of arbitral 
justice, and Se the probable 
necessity of such a league in some form, 
let us nevertheless trust that its final 
terms will'*not impair the sovereignty 
and independence of the nation, and, 
above all other considerations, that it

DROP IN INDIA’S CROPS. 


Yields of Indigo and Cotton to be 
Below Last Year's. 


The first forecast of the 1918-19 indigo 
crop was issued recently by the Indian 
Department of Statistics, according to 
Consul General James A. Smith of Cal- 
cutta.. The estimates are based on re- 
ports received from six provinces, which 
contain practically the whole area under 
indigo in British India. The total area 
sown is estimated at 280,500 acres, being 
about 55 per cent. below the Teyised esti- 
mate at the corresponding date a year 
ago. As compared with. the final 1917-18 
‘estimate, $90,600 acres, the present esti- 
timate shows a decreasé of 59 per cent. 
The total’yield of dye is now roughly 
estimated at 32,100 hundredweight, based 
on 112 pounds, as against 70,800 hun- 
dredweight, estimated at this —_ by 
year ago, or a decrease of 54 t. 
Comparing this with the fina 1917. "18 

estimate, 87,800 ~hundredweight, the 
present estimate shows a decrease of 63

Sugges- 
tions have been ‘made from time to time 
that’ the‘ problem“ could *be solved* by 
contract deliveries, but these. are clearly 
impracticable while the ‘milk companies 
are privately owned, because, there cauld 
be no way of preserying the individual 
character of the companies’and protect-

Of Burbage's quality in the lighter 
er comedy aida of his art we knew 
even Jéss. In Lear, Othello and Hi- 
epenimo it eould have had ne scope. 
But one part which we know him te’ 
have played, Richard Ii., haa many 
strokes of aardonie humer; and the 
fact that Shakespeare wrote Richard 
and Hamiet with Burbage in view is 
strong indieation that the actor's art 
was es \versatile aa it was intense, In 
view of the fact that Burbage was the 
leading actor in the rich and varied 
repertory of the company at the 
Globe, we may safely conclude that 
he was versatile aa he was powerful— 
in all probability one of the very 
greatest actora of all time. It may, I 
think, be safely ' asaumed- that he 
made Hamlet net only ime 
passioned and poctie, but abundantly 
** charming "' and amusing. 

It has often heen lamented that the 
true Shakespearean tradition as to the 
great parta was lost in the two dec- 
ades from the Rebellion in 1642, to the 
Restoration in 1060, during which the 
theatres were closed.. With regard to 
Hamiet there is evidence, not hitherto 
fully recognized, that this was not the 
case, And, incomplete though this ev- 
idence is, it tends strongly te confirm 
the idea that to Shakespeare the el- 
ement of comedy in Hamlet was high 


quitg antor named Joseph 
jor:* Now one Jos 
Rescias Angiicantis, (1708,)° relates 
that Taylor was ‘' instructed in the 
part by Shakeapeare."’ The statement 
has often been repeated, but without 
recognition @f the authority on which 
Downes spoke. In The Tattler 

relates that Downes was bred beh 
the curtain and had been ‘' book- 
keeper '' or prompter since the Resto- 
ration in 1660. The company in which 
he served was that of Sir William 
Davenant. Now Davenant, who was 
born in 1606, ten years before Shake- 
speare died, was reputed, in satires 
still extant, te be the natural son of 
Shakespeare; and he hintself ts known 
to have referred to the imputation 
rather complacentiy. From shortly 
after the date of Ghakespeare’s death 
until the closing of the theatres he was 
a successful playwright and of course 
familiar with the old theatres and 
companies, After the Restoration ke 
made haste to organise @ company 
and revive plays of Shakespeare, pro- 
ducing ‘“ Hamiet ? with the gréat 
Betterton as Prince. What is more 
natural than that he should coach 
Betterton in the style of Taylor, 
whose perfermance he may well have 
geen only twenty years before, and re- 
late the fact, .or thd report, that Tay- 
lor was coached by Shakespeare?)

This conclusion, if warranted, has a 
very important bearing on certain 
baffling problems with regard te the 
interpratation of Hamlet which le, 
hewever, beyend the ‘scope of the 
present article.

The idea of a department of motion 
pictures for.any of the several purposes 
mentioned ‘ih the bill is not attractive, 
Sut the writer does not care to speak 

at this time on any of them 
except that of censorship. 

An official censor, any political ap- 
pointee of a Governor, empowered to say 
What the people of the State shall see 
@m the screen and what they shall not 
gee is an obstacle in the way of moral 
@nd inteHectual progress as well as a 
czar whose existence is a denial of 
@emocracy.. Official censorship is bad in 
theory and worse in practice. The very 
idea upon which it is based denies the 
fundamental truth that real growth and 
@evelopment; must be free, and experi- 
@nce gives abundant testimony to the 
@act that Censorship is almost invariably 
@haracterized by stupidity, ignorance, 
and bigotry; and sometimes selfish in- 
terest. 

No unbjasea person denies that many 
photoplays.are worse than trash. It is 
@greed among disinterested people that 
the influence of many pictures is not 
good. But this is no reason for an of- 
ficial censor, because of two facts: First, 
agencies of restraint and education are 
already at work correcting the existing 
@vils, and, second, an official censor 
would hamper these agencies and fail 
te correct the evils. The evils would 
grow during his régime. Perhaps he 
‘would suppress a few scenes not good for 
young minds, but, unless he was such a 
gensor as the world has never seen, he 
Would permit the exhibition of many 
more scenec of unhealthful influence and 
suppress sincere photoplays whose influ- 
ence would be good. His idea of what to 
Suppress would almost certainly be born 
ef narrow-mindedness. He would be 
guided by irrational! rules and prejudices 
well-known today for their efficiency in 
stunting and distoring mental and moral 
growth and their incompetence in recog- 
ming real values and true processes of 
development: He would be controlled 
by political and social bias, regarding 
ap evil anything that did not fit into

But this is discussing probabilities. 
The certainty is that the evil of official 
censorship

Any standard maintained ‘by censorship, 
even if admittedly.'good;’ Is ‘established 
on sand and will fot’ endure, “The. peo- 
ple, relieved from réstraint, as they 
must be from time to time. jn. the ordi- 
nary run of events} will turn to license, 
as they always. do under the :circum- 
stances, and their last. state Will be 
worse than thé first. Whatever -stand- 
ard is established’ by popular education 
is maintained by its own. sure strength. 
in the minds and hearts of those for 
whom it lives. *“It-is their own. creation. 


The higher it isthe higher it tends to 
go. 

All of this does not approve of license. 
The question of license should not enter 
into the discussion, because, in the po- 
lice and courts, there are at present 
means for the suppression of .any de- 
liberately vicious picture. It is liberty 
that censorship. attacks, not license.

with indirect lighting. ‘The color scheme 
is cream and white, with shades of blue.

-Production at that time had 
fallen to.a -minimum, and had the war 
continued «very few passenger cars 
would “bé “made this season. The close 
ef the war ebrogated the drastic pri- 
ority orders and production restrictions. 
The manufacturers, however, who have 
hitherto given the national shows under 
the auspices of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, having already 
abandoned the customary show in Jan- 
Uary as a war measure,:felt that they 
could not -adjust’ themselves. rapidly 
enough to the new conditions to manage 
2 1919 show. 

The Automobile Dealers’ Association 
of New York City stepped into the 
breach and saved the year from going 
without its usual big show. They have 
met with the heartiest co-operation from 
the manufacturers, and the announce- 
ment that fifty-six different makes of 
passenger cars will be displayed in the 
first week, and over fifty makes of 
trucks in’ the commercial exhibit indi- 
cates*that the two weeks’ show will be 
not only @ success, but perhaps the 
largest and-most interesting exhibit of 
its kind ever held in America. 

The decorative scheme of each build- 
ing will be elaborate, and considerable 
construction’ work. has been necessary. 
In order: to, accommodate the exhibitors, 
it was found necessary to rip. up- the 
old flooring and replace it with: 40,000 
square. feet of two-inch oak planks. 
Owing .to.the fact that the trucks to 
be- shown in. the second week are of 
guch great weight, it was not consid- 
ered appropriate to use the old plank- 
ing, ‘Which has supported many sport~- 
ing and big industrial events in days 
gone. by. The balconies likewise will 
have new floors. 

A ‘unique color scheme for the Garden 
has been worked out. Projecting from 
the first balcony around the entire 
‘arena will be a roof or cornice of Span- 
ish tiles,.:the cornice being two afd a 
half feet widé and supported by brack- 
ets. The tiles will be green and an illu- 
minating scheme will be installed be- 
neath this harrow roof.

Very little accessory space remains 
for either week of the show. An inter-« 
esting feature of the second -week will 
be the large number of tractors and 
trailers to be exhibited. Some of these 
are securing space which, as originally 
planned, was to have been used by ac- 
cessory exhibitors, and accessories. will 
be displayed in the armory as well as 
the Garden during the first week of the 
show only. , 

The second week all accessories will 
be in the Garden only, providing more 


room for tractors and trailers in the }’ 
armory. A large percentage of the ex- |, 


hibitors of both cars, accessories, and, 
commercial vehicles are new concerns, 
whose product: has heretofore not been 


exhibited; while the .majority of old-’

Admission will be 50 cents, and one 
ticket will be good for both buildings. A 
ticket purchased for the Garden ‘will 
have a coupon good for admission at the 
armory and vice versa. Furthermore, it 
will not be compulsory for the ticket 
holder to visit both buildings the same 
day. This arrangement has been made 
because of the fact that the show will be 
so large that a visitor would scarcely 
be able to see all in a single afternoon 
or evening in either building.

MOTOR LESSONS 
TAUGHT BY WAR 





Heavy and Continuous Usage of Cars 
Has Revealed Possibilities of sats 


- Valuable Improvements 14 


Few persons outside 6f.the aitionsbiiae 
industry realizé thé extent of ‘the war’s 
influence upon dutomobile designs and 
the changes which have been prompted 
directly/as a result-of the preponderant 
use of ‘gasoline-pgppelled vehicles as 
agencies of war and war transportation, 
says H. Clifford. Brokaw, technical di- 
rector of ‘the West Side Y. M. C. A. au- 
tom@bile school. He calls attention to 
an interesting occurrence in one of the 
training camps where several hundred 
trucks were in use, and which, one after 
another, developed trouble in the con- 
denser of the ignition system. It was 
a reliablé’ make, but the condenser had 
not been designed just right for the par- 
ticular service. The preponderance of 
trouble led to tests which showed that 
the ¢ondenser design was faulty, and it 
‘was corrected. The manufacturer of the 
system and the manufacturer of the 
condenser now know more about con- 
densérs than they did before, and simi- 
lar things have happened in many parts 
of the engine, chassis, and attachments. 

Under this exceptional strain there are 

many troubles developed which would 
not show in ordinary use, but neverthe 
less-it has given the manufacturer a 
very’ good idea as to the parts which 
havé a small factor of safety. He has 
better Knowledge today of shortcomings 
of désign-'and of the necessary correc- 
tive megsures. 
* “An automobile does not often wear 
out becatise of a general giving way of 
the entire car,’’ says Mr. Brokaw. 
Certain parts wear and other parts get 
out of adjustment, and it is possible to 
put together a pretty good car out of the 
reclamations of a junk yard. Out of the 
war is to come a mechanical adjust- 
ment which will make the automobile 
more: reliable, and therefore more ser- 
viceatie, and will synchronize the wear- 
out point of its several parts. 

‘‘The war has demonstrated that the 
autgmebile is more reliable and can b¢ 
used through a greater range of service 
than had been dreamed of. At the same 
time #t thas shown the desirability of 
simplicity. in design and of accessibility 
of parts which require attention, which 
make it possible for the non-mechanic to 
drive and take care of the car, and keep 
it moving under all conditions. 

“ "The war also has taken a great many 
chauffeurs, and owners have found it 
necessary, as well as patriotic, to re- 
lease euth men by driving and caring 
for theif cars. They, too, have been 
making discoveries and the manufactur- 











ers have- had pret Mie ditdicatnes 


submitted to them out of which valuable 
lessons have been Jéarned. 

“ Of course, it is too early for all the 
experiences of the war to have been 
worked out and applied. The time be- 
tween the signing of the armistice and 
the determination of the New York 
dealers to hold a snow in February is 
too short for much new work, But 
imfanufacturers have net been idle in the 
war years, and because of war urgen- 
cies it has become more and more the 
policy of the factory to make improve- 
ments ag the need is seen rather than 
to save up ideas for a coming year’s 
models, and if the brand-new models 
will be less there will be many interest- 
ing new pdints incorporated in old 
models, 

‘“‘Cars used for war work had the 
severest kind of service under all sorts 
of conditions for a continuous period. 
Then, too, great numbers of war auto- 
mobiles were under one department com- 
mander, and where weakness or undue 
wear developed this man knew all about 
it and was able to suggest improve- 
ments of a constructive value, which 
would be impossible with a large num- 
ber of individually owned cars.”
